Amendments to the Indian Act— Tele- 
erraphlc Commanication With 
Pnffet Sound. 

(From Our Own Correspondont.) 
Ottawa, May 24.— Of all the woariaome 
dlaouBsloDs which it has been my fate to lis- 
ten to during an experience in the gallery 
lasting over many years, tho present one on 
which the House of Commona ia atill onfjag- 
ed la tho moat wearisome. Not tho elight- 
eat interest is being taken in it, either in tho 
house or the country, and yet members of 
parliament will (jo on from day to day, 
speaking for hours at a tinio upon aubjecta 
abont whioh they have not taken nnuoh 
trouble to think, but on whioh perhaps some 
friendly Individual has furnished them with 
ligures or pointers. For the leogthenlnf; out 
ot this diaoasoIoD, our friends the enemy are 
to blame- On Tuesday of this weeli Mr. 
Sutherland, the chief opposition whip, bad 
a string of fifteen names of bis own men who 
were anxious to spesit, and their Icfluenco 
with Lanrier has led to the opposition lead- 
er deollning to allow the debate to close be- 
fore tho holidays. Of course, in matters of 
this kind, tho government ia aimpiy help- 
lesa. If the oppoaitioniats wanted to spoak 
there waa 

Nothing to i-uevknt the.m, 
and although tho Grita are now desirous of 
making it appear that they are not to blame, 
thia contention will not hold water for a 
moment in view of tho fact that every day 
Mr. Foator haa urged Mr. Liurler to agree 
upon aomo day thia week for taking the 
division. 

When the present disousalon ia over the 
country would doubtless like to see the 
house get down to bueincss. Speaking to 
the Postmaster General yesterday, he 
pointed out to me that the eatimatea al- 
thoQgb praotioaily.untonobed, are the prin- 
cipal item of government baskiesB, and bo 
sees no reason why parliament should not 
prorogue for Dominion Day. While the 
talk has been going on In the Commons, the 
committees have been quietly pnshiog pri- 
vate bill legislation, and certainly, if both 
DBrtles can reach a conoiaaion, there should 
be no diffiottity in winding up the buainess 
In five weeks' time. It wai eaid early in 
the session that the Liberals had a trump 
card up their aleevo whioh would be very 
dlaastrous to tho government, but aa yet 
thia card has not made ita appearance and 
the improBsion prevails chat thia report was 
simply a canard. 

Hardly a member of parliament is in town 
to-day. Those who live at suoh a distance 
that they cannot reach homo within the 
limit of the short holiday, have gone either 
to Toronto or Montreal, with the majority 
in favor of the former oitiy, where acme 
splendid races are being held. The Com- 
mona will not resume until Tuesday, but 
thi Senators, who have just returned from a 
long holiday, 

WILL GKT DOWN TO WORK 

Monday, The upper house haa now 
enough buaineaa on hand to keep it going 
fairly steady until tho end of tho aeaaion, 
Tho insolvency bill haa again been intro- 
duced in the upper houao, but thia year 
there will bo no such wrestling with it as 
there was last session, and if it be deter- 
mined to pass the bill at the present acssion 
the principal fight will naturally take place 
in tho lower house, which had no time last 
year to dlaouss it, owing to tho late period 
at whioh it came down from tho Senate. 
Tho govornment has followed the useful 
praotico of initiating many cf its measures 
in tho Senate, so aa to equalize the work as 
n]uch aa possible. 

Naturally Mr. Earle is greatly elated at 
tho auccoBB which baa attended the efTorts 
of Col. Prior and himself to secure the re- 
moval cf tho embargo on the construction cf 
a telegrapbio cable from Victoria to some 
Amerioan point cn Puget Sound. It is 
needless to say anything to ytotorians to 
emphasize the Importance of this alternative 
line. Time and again tbe readers of the 
CoLONi.sT have had to Bofi'«r from a lack oi 
telegraph news in their favorite morning 
paper, owing to interrnptions to the linn be- 
tween Vancouver and tbe Island. Sir Hec- 
tor Lingovin, when Minister of Public 
Works, was

to the conatruotion of another telegrophic 
lino into Victoria. Oa one oocaaion I waa 
present when a Britiah Cjiumbia deputation 
atrongiy urged upon him to withdraw hia 
opposition, out the old man was too much 
wedded to hie idols to budge. 

Aa usual the Queen's Birthday honors 
have excited eonsiderable snrpriee. Every- 
one concedes that the Governor-General has 
well merited tho Grand Gross of St. Michael 
and St. George. As your readers well 
know, even long bifore he took up hia re- 
sidence with us Hia ICxcoIIoncy manifested a 
warm Intoreat in ovorythlng pertaining to 
tho progress and welfare of this country. 
There are fow previous Governor Gonorala 
who have so 

DILlGENTLy SET TUE.MSELVKS 

to enter into tbe spirit of our people as 
Lord Aberdeen. Viaits to all parte of the 
couDtry, attondanoe at gatherings of differ- 
ent kinds, the manlfeatation of a thorough 
desire to keep in touch with the wishes and 
aapirations of Canadian people ; theao have 
been apparent at all times. Lord Aberdeen 
haa shown that In seitcting him for tho high 
office of Govornor Genoral Her Majesty 
made no mistake. The conferring upon tho 
Governor General of i hia signal mark of Her 
Majosty'a favor will indicate for tho re- 
mainder of hia days Lord Aberdeen's con- 
nection with tho oolonlcE — tho chief colony 
of tho empiro. Once in a while a colonial 
statesman rooeivea a decoration from other 
orders of knighthood or nobility. Sir John 
Macdonald had tho Grand Crosa of tho 
Order of tuu Hath, and was very proud of it. 
The rule, however, is to oonGno tho Order 
of St. Michael and St, George to colnaial 
statesmen and those who have lived in, or 
rocdorod aorvieo to tho colonics. The 
knighthood given to Lieutenant-Governor 
Schultz is well earned. Tho present Gov- 
ernor of Manitoba has been connected in a 
more striking manner with tho develop- 
ment of the Northwest than possibly 
any other man in Canada, and it will be 
generally oonoeded that Her Majesty baa 
made a wise ohoioe in seleotlng him as a 
recipient of her royal favor. 
The name of Dr. Hingeton of Montreal 



has long been mentioned for some suoh honor 
as that whioh he has just received. He is 

one of 

THE MOST EMINENT MEN 

in hia profeaaion in tbe Provinoe of Quebec. 
A few yeara ago it was mooted to aeleot two 
or three leading soientiats in different parts 
cf the country in order to mark their intor- 
eat in promoting the study of science. Dr. 
Hingston's name waa mentioned at that 
time, but When knighthoods were conferred 
upon the principals of Toronto and McGill 
universities, the late Sir Daniel Wilson and 
Sir William Dawaon, Dr. Hingston, as the 
representative o(-.medloal loienoe, was over- 
looked. However, on the principle of better 
late than never, the Dr. may well now ba 
aatisiied. 

It was with aatisfaotion that officers of 
tbe pubiio service here who know your col- 
lootor of cuatoma, Mr, A. R. Milne, learned 
that a companionahip of St. Michael and St. 
Gi;orgo hid been conferred upon him. Mr. 
Milno haa many friends in Ottawa although 
thoy do not know him personally. In con- 
nection with tho Bohrlng Sea dispute tho 
papers had to pass through many handii, and 
everybody conceded that Mr. Milno had 
rendered moat vuluablo service. Repeatedly 
Sir Charlea H. Tupper has put on record hia 
high approciation of tho excellent work per 
formed by your coUeotor of ouatoma, and it 
waa not, thoroforo, much of a surprise to 
hoar that his servicoa had been recognized 
In the manner mentioned, 

The bill whioh Sir MaokeEzIe Bowell had 
introduced in tbe Senato to amend the 
Indian act, oontaina aomo Important changes 
in the law which aro calculated to improve 
the conditions of the aborigines, if they are 
properly carried out. It haa been held that 
the law as it stands is inanfiioiont to prevent 
the holding of auob Indian festivals aa tbe 
potlaoh or tamanawaa, and the late Chief 
Juatioo of Britiah Columbia expreased the 
opinion that it would be dillioult to convict 
under it. It has been held that tbe mere 
designation of the festival or dance snob as 
tamanawas or potlaoh is not anfiSoient for 
conviotlon of an Indian engaging or assisting 
in ita oeiebration, but that what is done at 
thom, whioh conatitntea the offence, must 
likewise be deaoribed. As there is a similar 
danoa to the potlaoh oelebrated by the 
Indian bands in tbe Northwest, known aa 
the "giving away" danoe, which oonaiats 
of the giving away of large quantities of 
peraonal effecta, aometimea all that tho par- 
tloipanta poasoss, it bus been decided iu the 
present bill 

TO rHOnlBIT ALL 

giving away festivals, as they are conducive 
to extravagance, cause much loss of time 
and tbe assemblage of large numbers of In- 
dians with all the attendant evils. Tbe 
tamanawae danoe has been known to last 
from October to March, and of course re- 
sults hi a great waste of time and much 
demoralization. It oonaista of orgies of the 
moat dlsguating oharaoter, snoh as biting 
tho arms of spectators, eatinfi;, or rather 
tearing to piecsa, dogs and human bodies ex- 
humed for the purpose. The initiation is 
looked upon aa an honor and ia eagerly 
sought after, large quantities of property 
being given to tho head tamanawaa man for 
admission into the rites, which are made 
ag mystical as posaiblo. It is known 
as medicine work, and ia a promluont 
feature in savage life. It prevaila at Naaa, 
Kit-amaht, Owiokanoe, Knight Inlet, and 
among the Kwa-koivltha of tho north coaat 
of Vancouver laland and tho aouthweat 
coaat of tho mainland of Britiah Columbia, 

It haa boen thought advieable that Indian 
ogonto sliould bo empowered to try Indians 
for vaii;rancy as well aa for offencea against 
morality, and in tho proposed moaaurn they 
are given tho powera confined to juaticoa of 
the peace in the present law. The reaaon 
for thia change ia that it ia frequently diffi- 
cult to bring Indians guilty of vagrancy be- 
fore two juaticoa of tho peace, and evil re- 
sults follow from suoh offences being allowed 
to go unpunished, Thia sootion of the law 
ia made to apply to non-treaty Indiana as 
well as treaty Indians.

Tbe Standard Pleased With 
narconrt's Letter. 



MODEL MARKETS. 

Brltlib Colombia and DominloB Heat Markets 
Combined Under One Management. 

The meat bnsineaa hitherto carried on by 
the British Colnmbia Cattle Company at the 
corner oi Government aod Yates streota and 
that, cf the D. minion Market Company at 
T2 Yates street, have been purobased out- 
right by the British Colombia Market Co,, 
Limited, and will in future be conducted 
under tho able and onergetio management of 
Mr. D. VV. Gillioa. Aa a part of the im- 
proved mothoda to bo employed tho markets 
have boon thoroughly renovated and ro- 
modollod, and when tho oBt!\bliehmont at 
tho corner of Yatea and Government alreets 
ia C'petied up to-morrow it will ahow aomo 
entirely now foaturoa in ita arrangomunts. 
A largo cold atorago department 
has boen added at the back 
of tho market where several days' aupply of 
meat can bo kept in prime condition in tbe 
very hotteat weather. Its front ia adorned 
with hugp plato glass mirrora, and in the cen- 
tre a view of the interior, of tho meat in cold 
storage, may bo obtained through a big 
plate glass window. On two sides of tho 
market aro hooka for hanging meat, ono aide 
being reserved for whoieaalo trade, tho other 
for tho retail. On the latter side are 
arranged marble slabs, covering enclosed 
eholvca whioh are oonneoted with the cold 
atorage department. In hot or very dusty 
weather the meat will be placed in theaa 
reoeptades, so that customers may 
be able to get their meat supply 
in the very choicest and fretbeafe condition. 

A movable office with plate glass aides has 
been provided for tho cashiers in the mar- 
ket, ao that the cutters will be able to give 
their entire attention to providing what 
ouatoniora want, tho oaahior doing tho mone- 
tary part of tho tranaaotion diroot with tho 
ouBtomor. Tho preparation of prcaaed and 
jollied moata, ao much in demand for lunch- 
eon or picolo partioB, is another branch that 
will bo added to tho buainoaa. No doubt 
tho pubiio will appreciate aa it deaervos tho 
enterprise of the new company.

Dlssointlon of Parliament Denied-^ 
Proposed Armenian Beforms— Pro- 
posed Oecnpatlen of Cbitral. 

London, May 30 — The China oorrespon. 
drnt of the Ddiily Newe reporta tho Biitish 
fleet haa boen auddenly ordered to H^yrout, 
owing to tho disturbances there, 

Tho correspondent of the Timea at Mel' 
bourne telegraphs that Hon. G. H. Heii, 
premier of New South Wales, has cabled to 
London to Sir Saul Samuel, agent general of 
the colony, a strongly worded protest against 
tho delay in appointing a new governor, and 
instructing tho agont to tell tho Marqula of 
Ripoa that tho colony can find a suitable 
iippointeo, if he ia unablo to do so. 

A dispatch to the Daily Nowa from Con- 
stanlinoplo Bays that the Britibh Embassy, 
while intimating that it isuBeleBS to propoae 
to modify tho schenio of tho powera 'or 
Armenian roforma. Is trying to got the poi to 
to fix a timo whon It will give un anawer to 
tho address of tho powers on tho subjoct.j 

A dispatch to tho Standard from Berlin 
says that on the occasion of hia advene 
oriticlam cf Von Kanitz'a grain monopoly 
Boheme, Emperor William ia said to liave 
equally strongly deprecated any change in 
tho gold standard. Chancellor Von Hohen- 
loho agreea with theso views, and any report 
that ho has boen impressed by tbe Pruaaian 
diet'a silver reaointlon is quite unfounded. 

The Standard's flnanoial article says that 
Sir William Haroourt's letter is all that 
could be wished. It will do muob'to stop 
misohievons agitation conducted in ignor> 
anoe or oonoert by men who in many oases 
want to find an easier way to pay inconven- 
ient debts. Conthining the Standard says : 
" A* the wail of a bankrupt debtor, ' bi- 
metallism has some signifioanoa. In most 
other senses it has little or none." The bi- 
metaliista are preparing a memorial to Sic 
William Haroonrt. 

The Daily News agsia denies the rumor 
of the diaeolution of parliamnnt. lb aaya 
that it anderatands that the government ad- 
mits the necessity for administrative pur- 
poaea of building a railway between Mom< 
baaaa and hike Victoria, Africa. 

The Britiah foreign office has cabled Sir 
Julian Paunoefote directing the ambassador 
to expreaa to the Preaident and government 
of tho United States the very deep regret of 
Her Majeaty'e govornment at the death of 
Secretary Greaham. 

Upon the dootor'a advice Prince BiemDrok 
has declined the Emperor's invitation to 
attend the exercises at Kiel incident to tbe 
opening of the canal. 

A diapatoh from Simla aays it ia nnder- 
atood that the government of India advises 
the permanent oocnpatiou of Chitral by 
Britiah troops and the building of a road 
there to oonnect with the other British mili- 
tary roatea from the aouth. 

A Berlin dispatch says France, Germany 
and Russia will jointly take up' the Chitese 
war loan that Rothschild bas been entrdsted 
with transaetlng. The AUgemelne Zeitnng 
aeaerta that the German markets must re- 
main closed unless the German financial 
syndicate is placed on the samo footing as 
other oountriea.

Confliotinf! reports aa to the catohos of the 
■ealiag vesaola od the Japaneae ooaul) were 
received yesterday by the arrival of the 
ateamehip Yiotoria. The information though 
nnBatlsfikotory ia this reepeot lo&di, how 
ever, to but one conolasion — that the seEtlers 
over the bb*, like those onguged on the 
Britiih Columbia coast, have on the whole 
beea very uDlnoky. Capt. J. G. Cox, In a 
letter from Hakodate to E. B Marvin & Co, , 
Baya that without unusually good sucoots 
febla inonth the total catob of the year will 
fall far ahort of that for last. No mention 
whatever is made Id anjr of the aooounta 
received of the ichooner E. B Marvin, the 
largest vosBol of the Yiotoria fleet, but this 
oanses no particular anxiety as she ia an ex- 
cellent aeagoing orafc. More defiolte news 
of the results of the aeaaon'a work ia ezpeot- 
ed on the arrival of the oext Empreaa, 
and it is e.\|>!!ctod that the Marvin will by 
thut tinio hjvo reported. In the appended

The Arletas landed her akina at Yoko- 
hama for shipment lo London. On May 9 
the Emma Louisa put into H ikodato with 
350 skins, the Peuolopa with 210, and the 
Josephine with 204 The Louis Olaen with 
413 akina arrived on the lObh instant and 
the Mermaid with 1,113 on the lllh inatant. 

Press diapatohesfrom Hakodate of theOuh 
Inat. contain the following aeaiiog news : 
" Aa soon as the fog began to clear this 
morning the following vessels came into the 
harbor : Ejama L misa, Amerloan schooner, 
Capt. Alex. MoLaao, with 160 akina. She 
reports having rbaoned on April 23 laat, six 
of the erew of m dismasted Japaneae schoon- 
er 300 miles off land, and having pat them 
on shore at Kamaphi. Their aohooner bad 
been diamaatod near aome ialanda off V o k o • 
hama and had then drifted out to sea, and 
they had been without water and provlsiona 
ten days when rescued. The captain after- 
wards sot fire to and aunk the dereliot 
Bcnooner so as to prevent her being a 
danger to other vosaols. The captain of 
the Emma Louisa also reports having 
lost three boats while sealing. One has 
already been reported as having boon picked 
up by the Theresa, another it ia believed 
has been picked up by the Bonanza, and the 
third has not yet baen located. Nob find- 
ing any of her boata or men here, the Emma 
Louiaa pnrchftsed a boat and left Immodi- 
Btely. The Joaophino, Amerioan, C'sptaln 
L Fieher, reporta 204 skins. One of her 
seams on the port side opened out at a 
moat inopportune moment while hunting, ao 
she pat in for repairs. She is now on the 
slip being attended to. The Penelope, 
Captain Peter Larasan, with 210 akina, put 
in for water and repairs. The Louis Olsen, 
Amerioan schooner, Captain ¥. Colo, with 
413 skins aboard, came in for water. Threj 
more men belonging to the acliooner I'jppln- 
ger were sent down here to-day by the 
Aomori prefeotural authorities. They were 
oaat ashore on tho coast about twenty-five 
Diilea Booth of Aomori." 

THE " VICTOUIA " ARRIVES. 

The Northern Pacific steamship Victoria, 
Captain Pan ton, did not dock on her arrival 
from China and Japan at midnight Wednes- 
day on accountof tho darkness. She dropped 
anotior in Royal Roads and awaited day- 
light, when she l.irthed. A delay would 
have been nRoeBaitutod in order for the ves- 
sel to reaoh Port Townsend at tho proper 
hour to comply with ous'oma rogulaiione, 
and therefore Capt. Panton thought it wise to 
take no chances in the darkness with a strong 
HOUthwester blowing at tho time. Purser 
Galtfurniahed the followlngreportof the trip : 
" Laft Hongkong on the 5lih inst., Kobe on 
the 14th, and Yokohama on the 17th. Ex- 
perienced fresh winds and moderate sea to 
the meridian, which was crossed on the 
2:ird in 49 degrees north latitude. Thence 
to port, variable winds and moderate 
weathor wore enoountered. Passed Car- 
manah Point at 7:30 p.m. on thii '23zb, and 
arrived ut V'lcoria at midnight. On the 
IS.hinet in lalii ud" :i9 O.'i north and long- 
itude 1 16 degrees 21 minutes eiiBt, pasood 
aealini; suhoouer Kuaio Olaen of \'ict<iria, 
and tvo other veasolB in hor company." 
The Victoria brouyht for this port 50(1 tone 
out of a cargo of about 2,500 tons ; 05 Chin- 
ose passengore, of a total of 98, and 19 Jip 
anese. There wore no cabin pasaongors for 
Victoria ; tho ocoupmts of tho saloon wore 
nearly all merchants of Japan or 
mlsaionariea who are on holiday. Tho 
liat is aa followa : E Abbott and wife, 
Mr. E. J. Richardson, Rov. John W'atKon, 
Mr. and Mrs. ChapoU, Miss G. Hill, Mr. 
A. MoTavish and wlfn, Mr. E Bullcr, Mrs.

UOSUON FABH LIFE. 

The Social Conditions Which iCxIat In Brlehom 
young's Colony in Utah. 

In the editorial columns yesterday was an 
article on W. E. Smyths'a contribution to 
the May Century, entitled " The Conquest 
of Arid America." The portion under the 
sub-title of " Sooial Conditions " ia of such 
general interest that it Is reproduced here 
entire. As the land problem ia one ooou- 
pyiug much attoution, tho following will 
well repay perusal : 

" Social ohangea of a marked character 
will bo wrought by tho occupation of tho 
arid region. In thia matter also Mormon 
oxperlencfl 1b luiJiinoua. Brigham Voung 
ought to found his [irospcrily not only on 
industrial ethica, but also upon tho huppi 
ness of tho people. Ho would not tolerate 
idleness, and the walls of cobble atones still 
standing in tho older portions cf Salt Like 
City were invented that the church might 
pay for the labor of men who would other 
wise have been temporarily supported by 
charity. Aa a means of furnishing enter 
talnment, various diversions were planned, 
including the Saturday night dance, led by 
the bishops of tho wards. Tho loader's 
wisdom Is almost as clearly exhibited in his 
social scheme as in hia plan of induatry. 
Tho central idea in it was tho village farm. 
A village site, generally half a mil" aiiuare, 
ia seleoted in the midst of a tract of five or 
six thousand acres to be colonized. 

" In Utah there are many amall valleya 
between the towering mountaina, acd the 
village site Is generally located near the 
centre of the valley, and near the river from 
which the water is diverted into Danala on 
each side at a sufficient elevation to com- 
mand the Irrigable lands. The half a square 
mile is then laid out Into blocks of fonr 
acres, with broad avenues between, and the 
blacks divided into lots of an acre each. On 
theso acre lota the farmers have their homes. 
Here aleo are their commodioua lii.rns. 
Hero they have their poultry and b vine, 
while oonalderable space is devoted to u nar- 
kot garden. The farmer then hashlBf.rm 
on the ou'lying landj, which are divided in- 
to lots ranging from two acres up to twenty 
aoroa. 

" There are acorea of vlllagea of thia aort ; 
but, for tho purpose of thia llluatration, 
Huntavillo, in tho Ogden valley, has been 
seleoted. A map of it haa been presented 
in connection with thia ortiole. A atudy of 
this map will reveal tho physical baals of a 
plan which completely rovolutlonizea tho 
aocial aido of farm life aa generally known. 
From the public park in lbs centre to the 
farthest outlying farm ia only two' and a 
half miles. Moat f^rmera traverse a much 
shorter distance to reach the farm from 
their homes. On the other hand, the 
women and ohlldren enjoy the Important 
advantage of having near neighbors, while 
the church, sohoolhouse, atorea and peat 
office are near at hand. 

" Under this system the advantages of 
town lifo are blended to a very oonalderable 
degree with the oharma of rural existence , 
It is a system foil of delightful peasibiUties. 
The Mormons have realized its snbatantial 
advantagea in neighborhood aaaooiation ; 
but their model will be mnob Improved by 
many ooloniea of more recent eatabllibment. 
Farm lifo under the old oondltlona baa in- 
volvod iaolation, Tho hunger for human 
sympathy and company has driven thous- 
ands from the country to cities already over- 
crowded. This factor ia reaponalblo for 
miny a social tragedy, aa well as for the 
problema which hnve arisen in congoatod 
city populations. There ia no reason why 
farm-villages patterned after those of Utah 
should not have u Bociul life and an out- 
ward beauty quite aa pleasing aa, for In- 
stance, tho autjurbs of Boston. There tho 
architecture soomfl almost uuifaltmly pleaa- 
ing. Attractive lawna, with trees, vines and 
lljwora, am evorywhoro. People of amall 
means will bo able lo surround themselvoa 
with alniilar advantagea in the farm villagoa 
of tho arid region, while realizing all the 
benefits of independence and equality in- 
separable from the Induatrial aoheme of irri- 
gation. 

"On tho mep of Huntavillo the liguro 
placed upon a village lot and tho correspond- 
ing figure on tho outlying farm ropreaont, 
respectively, the home and farm of an in- 
dividual. It will be observed that thero ia 
a great variety in the size of the farma. 
Thia is due merely to the taste of Individu- 
als. Men acquired whatever amount of 
land they thought necessary for their sup- 
port, and many of them preferred a very 
few acres. Many of the smaller farms are 
owned un<l operated by polygamona widows 
urd their children. When the laws against 
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plural marriagca were made efifective, a good 
many pi)lyL'amiata divided their property 
anioiig tlieir several families and thus pro- 
vided for their f"'iire. 

" It will bo fee i that Iho farm villago had 
an important part in Brigham Voung'u plan 
of making tho people contented after they 
had Urat been made proeporoua. In a day'a 
drive of seventy miles li.e writer recently 
paasod through portions of twenty of these 
aottloinonts, including Huntsville. This 
fact fiirniahes a good idea of the density of 
population in northern Utah. 

" Another important feature in the Mor- 
mon ayatem relatea to the ownership of 
water. Tho oanala were built by tho com- 
mon labor of tha aettlera and practloally 
v/ithout the uae of money. Eioh farmer 
performed work in proportion to the amount 
of land he desired to irrigate. Companies 
were formed and etock iasued on this 
baals. Repairs were kept up in the same 
way. No single Item in the lone list 
of natural reaonroes whioh Brigham Young 
found on entering the territory offered so 
good a chance for a safe apeonlation aa the 
water in the mountain streams. It was 
absolutely eaaentlal to existence, and a 
slirewd apeoulator might have taken pos- 
session of It at that time and levied per- 
petual tribute upon tho agricultural indus- 
try. But tho same principle whioh bad 
led him to frown upon speculation and so 
Insist upon a small farm unit and universal 
landownorship made it a logical noocBslty 
to prevent any monopoly in tho control of 
the water supply. And horo, aa in other 
vital matters, tho far-aighted leader oatab- 
Ilahed a precedent of the highest importance 
In the development of the inatitntioDB of 
Arid America.

perpetrated in lurkiab Armenia, and to in. 
eiat on the ipeedy falfilmenb of' the 6l8t 
artiole of the BarM Treaty and ot the Anglo- 
Turkish Convention of 1878," inaisted with 
great force and eloquence on the duty of the 
British Government to interpose on behalf 
of the opproased and outraged Armenians. 
Speakinf! of whn t took place after the dofoal; 
of the Turka by the Russians in 1870 he said : 

In that tre.ity (the Treaty of San Snfano) 
KuBsia bound herself alone to protect the 
Coristiana. Rnaeia woald have bad the 
right to an exolnaive protectorate of Turkey, 
and woald have aoqnired for henelf that 
rich and glorioua inherltanoe of the Eaat. 
At this moment our Brltiah Government in- 
tervened and said " Yon ahall not have this 
treaty. It is true yon overoamo the Turks ; 
you liavs wrung from them tbia treaty, but 
we say you shall not have it. We will take 
it out of your bands and inaiat that Turkey 
shall give those promises to all of ua which 
you intended should be given to yon alone." 
That was our attitude at that time. Then, 
again, wo saved Turkey and gave her a now 
lease of life, restored her power, and that if 
there were not a single word of treaty im- 
posed upon UB a solemn obligation to defend 
the Christians of Turkey. . . . Now, 
the Turks have never fultillod that promise, 
and I am sorry to say we have never fulfilled 
our part of the obligations to the Christians 
of Turkey. 

The feeling is strong in Groat Hritaiu that 
the time has come for the nation to extend 
the protection to the Armoniana which has 
been guaranteed to them but which up to 
this time has been through negleot and 
apathy withheld. It aeoms, too, that the 
Armoniana am preparing to etriko a blow 
for freodom. But it ia evident tSat if they 
are uot helped by some strong European 
power the attempt muat end in rivetting the 
ohaina by wbioh they are bound more firmly 
than ever. We do not think, however, that 
the British nation will stand by supinely 
and aeo the Armenians cruehod. If diplo- 
matic iniluonoe will not avail to amoliorato 
the condition of the unhappy people force 
will have to be roaorted to, and it is not 
likely that Great Britain will go into the 
work of reaculDg the Armeniana out of the 
olutchea of the Turks singlo handod.

THIS ARMWNIAN QUESTION. 

Interest in the Armenian ((uostion has re- 
vived. A little while ago there were serious 
doubts as to the truth of the reports in cir- 
culation about outrages in Armenia. It was 
aaid that the Armeniana tbemaelvea had in- 
vented the atoriea in order to create aym- 
patby in ^ eatern countries. It was more 
than insinuated that the Armeniana are 
great liars, and that there ia a party in that 
country which will not acruple to adopt any 
means calculated to prejudice the Christiana 
of the Weat againat the Turka. Inatancea 
were given of orimea which men of that 
party had committed or were prepared to 
oommit in order to provoke the Turks to re- 
aort to extreme measures against the In- 
habitants of some parts of Arnjenia. The 
consequence of these representations, coming 
aa they did from apparently reliable aoarcea, 
waa that the aympathy for the Armeniana 
cooled quite perceptibly and a large number 
of intelligont people both in Europe and 
America made up their minda not to waste 
too much aympathy on tho Armeniana until 
they found out whether or not there waa 
any truth in the atoriea of wrong and out- 
rage that were ao induatrioualy circulated. 

Newspaper oorreapondonte and others had 
been sent to Armenia to find out how much 
of the terrible news that came from that 
country was truth and how much fable. 
The evidence collected by those men con- 
firmed to a very oonaiderable extent tho 
romora that firat reached the Weat, It was 
found that tho Armeniana had been most 
barbarously treated, not by the aemi bar- 
barous Kurds alone, but by tho troops sent 
into tho country by the Govornment of 
Turkey. It would be worse than 
folly to doubt the aooounta of Turk- 
iah barbarity that were aent to 
Europe. These aocounta were written 
by men who heard from the survivors of the 
masaaores and from the victima of Turkish 
opproaaion the dreadful details of tho 
treatment which the unfortuaate Armenians 
suffered at the handa of the unapeakahle 
Turk. 

The oonaequenoe of the oonfirmatioa of the 
newa lately received from Armenia haa been 
that all doubts as to the cruelty of the 
Turka and as to the reeponaibility of their 
(Jovornment fur tho atrocitiea have diaap- 
poared, and Ihu [leoplo of Eagland have de- 
termined to urge upon their Government the 
neoeaaity of interfering on behalf of the 
oppressed Christiana, not only of Armenia 
but of tho whole Turkish Kmplro. They 
remind tho Oovornmout that it ia thoir duty 
to interpoao to soo that tho Armenians are 
protected, for by the 61at artiole of the 
Treaty of liorlin ; 

Tho Sublime Porto undertakes to carry 
out, without further delay, the Improvo- 
ir.cnts and reforma domuniiod by local re 
quiremonta in tho provinces inhabited by 
the Armeniona, and to guarantee their 
aeourity againat the Circassians and Kurds. 
It will periodically make known the steps 
taken to thia efloot to the Powers who will 
aupurintond thoir aj-.plicalion. 

Thia treaty was dr^i^n up in 1S7.S, sevon- 
teen yoaiH atjo. It iu alleged that iu thia 
interval hoi.li tho parties to the agreement 
have neglected tliuir duty. The Turkish 
Government have not made the improve- 
ments and reforma it promised, and the 
*' 1' nvern," of which Great liritaia iu (j;ie, 
h-V' ...k'-.n 111) .'.topi ill it luve been in any 
rcn;)t'i:l ellji'iivo to ex'.end to tho Armoniana 
the protection guarinteed to them by 
the treaty of liariin. Oje of the oon- 
aequencds of thia neglect of duty on tho part 
of the Powers is the horrible outrages that 
have been cniiiinifed in Arnionia, with 
the knowledge, an.l ■■ ia belioved by 
many by the comiii md, of llio (jnvuriimeiit of 
Turkey. 1 1. ia cer i ain that- previoii.i lo the 
present agitation in Kuropo no inquiry into 
thoae outragea had been inatitnted, and it ia 
alao oertain that nono of tho perpetrators of 
the atrocitiea have been punished.

BHQLISH PJiOT&OriONISTS. 

We find that the Right Hon. Joaeph 
Chamberlain, who ought to know something 
about tho state of public opinion in Kog 
land, does not, like some Canadian free 
tradera, laugh at the idea of there being 
proteotioniata in Eagland. On the contrary, 
he admita that there are men in Eagland 
who have come to the conolnalon that free 
trade la a failure oven in Great Britain, and 
he bolievea that the opinlone of these British 
proteotioniata are entitled to consideration. 
This is what ho aaid on the subjjot : 

I find that there are a number of people 
who, under tho present condition of trade, 
are coming to tho oonclualon that our free 
trade policy has been a failure, and who 
would, therefore, be ready to go back in the 
direction of proteotioa. Tbia opinion is not 
to be treated lightly. It ought to be care- 
fully conaidered. 

Mr. Chamberlain then goes on to ahow 
why he believea that free trade is tho best 
policy for Great li.-itain. Ho docs not 
reason from absiraot principles. He does 
not lay down the law that free trade ia the 
best policy possible for all nations under 
every variety of oiroumatanoee. On the 
contrary, his arguments are arguments of 
expediency. Ho said : 

I will only lay before you two reasons 
why I differ from those who dcaire to aban- 
don it. My first reason is thia ; In timea 
past in this country, when England waa 
under protection, and in foreign couatriea 
to-day which are also under protection, 
notably in tho Unitxsd Scatea and in Franco, 
trade is oven woree than it is here. 

My second reason is a little more cumpli- 
oated, but I think I can make it clear to 
you. We cannot maintain by ouraolvee, by 
our own efforts alone, the vast population 
that ia crowded within the limits of our 
territory. We depend upon our foreign 
trade. But if, by any meana, by protection 
or any other, you shut the door upon foreign 
gooda, you may bo quite certain that the 
result will be that there will be fewer 
English gooda that will go abroad. 

There are, we think, very few Canadian 
proteotioniata who will not admit that free 
trade has, hitherto at any rato, been tho 
best policy for Great Britain. It is favor- 
ably situated for being the home of a great 
eommsrolal nation. It haa a large popula- 
tion. Ita Indnatriea are firmly eatabliabed. 
Ita faoititiea for manufaotnring are on the 
whole unequalled by any country In the 
world. Any other country that competes 
with it compotes at a diaadvantupo. It is 
clear then that Great liritain having nothing 
to fear from tho competition of other 
nationa ia in a poaition to trade freely with 
the whole world. Xt has far more to gain 
than to lose by a policy of free trade. 

It ia evident from the tone of Mr. Cham- 
berlain's speech thskt if ho lived in a cmul/y 
in which tho conditions aro dilleront Ironi 
tho«o of Groat IJritain he would have no 
hesitation In adopting a polioy very dilt'ur- 
ont from the one which now obtaina in that 
country. Some of the most zealous pro- 
tectionlita in Canada are Engli»hmen, 
Scotchmen and Irishmen who when at Home 
wero st&uncb froo traders. When thoy 
came lo Onnada thoy found that llioy ua 
buslaoaa men wore under very difforonb con- 
ditlone, and they lost no time in adopt- 
ing a trade polioy which In their opinion 
wan best Bulled to thoao conditions. Franco 
and ihe Ualtod States havu grown rich und 
poii'erful under the prolei;: ivo hy iluni. Il in 
Vjry doubtful if they v.oul-l be ,ia i ich and 
aa powerful aa they are to-day if thoy hud 
adopted a free trade polioy. Neither nf 
them waa ever in a poaition to oonipoiu in 
trade and mannfacturea with Great Britain 
on even terma, for the almplo reason that 
they h»vo not posaessod the fauilitio.1 that 
(iron liritain huu had at coiuinand. liut 
wo SCO that in tho opinion uf lCii),'liiilniieu 
wheao views are, according tii Mr. Cliani- 
bcrlain, worthy of roupoot, Groat Britain 
can no longer in justice to one of ita great- 
eat induatriea — if not the very greateat— 
that of agriculture, bo in a position to con- 
tinue its policy of unrestricted free trade. 
If thia ia really the case, tho protoctioniat 
party will continue to grow in Great Brit- 



THE LATEST THEORY. 

People (generally believe that the more an 
individual or a nation has to aell the better 
for that individual or nation. The farmer 
who sells a thousand buahels of wheat ia 
generally aupposod to be batter off than the 
farmor who can spare only one hundred 
bushels, and the nation which haa a hundred 
milliona worth of ita prodooza to ahip to 
foreign countries is regarded aa wealthier 
than the nation which can sell to the foreign 
customer only fifty milliona worth. 
But these are, according to the 
organ of the Opposition, antiqoated 
notioua wbioh enlightened free tradera have 
outgrown and abandoned long ego. In 
modern times the year in wbioh the coun- 
try's exports are small and its imports large 
ia a bad year for that country. Tho balance 
in favor of tho year of plenty it dealgnatea 
an ai^t'ei balance as far as the country is 
concerned, Aoaording to our profound con. 
temporary, all that a country haa to do to 
become prosperous ia to diminish ita exporta 
and to increaao Its imports. Lot British 
Columbia send away leas coal, leas aal- 
mon and less timber and import more tea, 
more sugar, more brandy and more cham- 
pagne, and it will, if it continue in that good 
way, become the moat prosperoua of the 
provincoa of the Dominion ! 

Thia ia what our contemporary aaya— it ia 
surely not what it means. Surely it can 
understand that the old-fashioned notion o[ 
tho balance of trade— which by the way is 
to-da> entertained by milliona — may be fal- 
lacioua, and yet ita own theory, which runs 
to tho other extreme, bo the (juintoaaonce of 
absurdity. 

Wo find that the Times must have adopted 
ita peculiar theory very lately, for it quoted 
with appioval on the l^Gth of last month 
part of a letter written by the Melbourne 
correspondent; of Bradatreet'a, which, aooord- 
Ing to ita lateat belief, ia pernicioua nonaenae. 
The writer, after referring to the large for- 
eign indebtedness the interest on which has 
to bo mob by exports, goes on to say ; 

For the four contiguous colonies of Vic- 
toria, Now South Wales, Queensland ond 
South Australia, * * in 1894 the exports 
amounted to £50,242,724, againat £40 911 - 
'279, the increaae being £3,331,445. in 189;! 
exports exceeded Importa by £9, 907. 190, 
but In 1S94 the exoeaa was £1 1,5U'J,7!)4 
The oiroumBtatces of tho Auattalian 
colonies may upon the whole be re- 
garded aa alowly improving. * . * 
13 ut the volume of produotlon la inoreaa- 
ing, economy in all mattera ia more exten- 
sively practised, and the fonndationi of a 
Bounder era of prosperity are being alowly 
and ailently laid." 

What could the economiat of the Timea 
be thinking of when he allowed any one to 
aay in its columns that to encourage pro- 
duction, and consequently to increaao ex- 
ports, is to lay the found itlooa of pros- 
perity 1 This ia one of the old-faahionod 
notiona wbioh muat be repudiated by tho 
free tradera of .the preaent century.

ANTITOXINB. 



Antitczine is being administered in Ger- 
many with very favorable reanlta. In Hallo, 
between November 11, 1894, and January 15 
of this year, 114 oases were subjected to 
serum treatment, and reports come from 
thirty physiolana. There wore only nine 
deaths in all, a mortality of less than S per 
cent. Kif!;hty-nine of tho cases were treated 
in private houses, of these six died ; out of 
tho remaining '2.'t ouea which were treated 
in hospitals there wero throo deaths. 

In Altona, between September 1, lS9t, 
and March 1, IS'Jo, the antitoxine was used 
in Dli cases. Hlght of tho patients died ; 
thia was a mortality of 12 69 per cent. " In 
31 ont of the 63 oaaea tracheotomy was re- 
quired, but only three of these patients, or 
leaa than 10 par oent., auooumbed to the 
diaease. Thia la regarded aa a remarkable 
record for a aeries of oases of this kind. 
The mortality from diphtheria ii- the hos- 
pital at Altona for the last seven years has 
been from 29 23 to 37 27 per cent. tThe evi- 
dence in favor of the efficacy of antitoxine ia 
accnmnlatiog faat. The day, we believe, 
cannot be far distant when it will be looked 
upon both by the medical men and tho peo- 
ple generally of ail countries ua tho eureat 
and most valuablu remedy in tho whole 
materia medica

Mab Mataon waa acouaed of sebtlng fire on 
January 2 to tho houae occupied by Mr. 
and Mra. Smith on Haugbton street, Mat- 
aon being the nnauccesaful rival of Smith for 
tho hand of Mrs. Hunter, a widow, whom 
Smith married on Now Year's eve. 

Mr. A. G. Smith appeared for the Crown, 
and Mr. P. S. Limpman for tho defence. 

John Kolly Smith, tho huaband, said that 
a couple of weeks provlona to hia marriage 
with .Mra. Hunter ho met tho accuaod In tho 
houae of his fiancee, and tho accused calling 
him names, witness, ab tho request of Mrs. 
Hunter, ran Mataon oub of the houae and 
told him he was sick of him and never to 
show up there again, emphaaizlng his 
remarks with a kick. Tho ac- 
cused then threatened. "I'll Qx you. 
Y on'll never live la tbia houae." At other 
times the accnaed had called him uncom- 
plimentary names and used similar remarks. 
On the evening of the marriage there were 
festivities inside the honse and, as the wit- 
ness expressed it, " a tin oan operation oub- 
side." On the night of January 2 he was 
awalcened from his sleep by his wife, who 
said the house was on fire. He found that a 
lean to to the house waa where the firs had 
started. 

Mr. Limpman put the wltnoaa through a 
aovero croEscxamioatioo, asking him 
whether ho and hia wife were in tho hahib 
of netting drunk and lighting ; wltnoaa ac- 
mibted ho got drunk oocaaionully, but re- 
fuaod to answer tho other ({ueabions ; ho had 
lived in San Francisco, buc never told any- 
one he had been tho " king of the Knob 
Hill jhoodlums thero, " 

Mrs, Smith toalifiod that oho had soon 
Mataon outaido tlio house near tho well tho 
evening boforo the wedding. Sho hid gone 
oat to got tomo water ; Mataon put hia head 
Into tho well and abo pulled him out for 
fear ho would ihrov/ bimaolf it. Sho con- 
cluded that tho priaonor had a numbor of 
times prowled round the bouse as he had 
told her what had gone on In tho bonao. 
Three months bofore sho married Smith, 
Matson had said he would sot firo to her 
houae if abe married another man. Tba 
uighb of the fire she woke up about 11 
o'clock and heard a noise of coal oil tks in 
tho woodshed ; an hour later abe woke again 
and saw the house was afire. A few nights 
before Matson had told ber ho would "fix " 
Smith. She had once said that she would 
like bo 8SB Mataon gob off as he had been a 
bettor husband bo hor than Smith. Smith 
cot angry whon hu heitrd this r-p.d look up 
thu 1,'un and alio wout iuLo tho yard ; Smith 
ihon uiukiihod u[) liniiiu thiugt in tho hou»o.

tho furniture, and frightening hia wife with 
a rlflo. 

Mat Matson, the prisoner, was next put 
in the box. Ho had gone home by 7 o'clock 
on tho night of the fire, and went to bed by 
10:30, not going out again that night. In 
cross-examination the witness caused some 
amusement by saying that he had never 
asked Mrs. Smith to marry him but, on the 
contrary, aho had asked him to marry her, 
and ho had refused the honor. 

After twenty minutes absence the jury 
brought in a verdict of not guilty. 

John Murphy waa ploced in the box 
charged with breaking into R P. Rithot & 
Co.'d bonded warohouao on February 9 with 
two oompaninna, Simpson and Murphy, and 
atealing a quantity of apirita and canned 
aalmoD. Simpaon and Murphy having taken 
a spoody trial before Mr. Justice Crease 
wore each sentenced to tjvo years in tho 
ponitentlory. Murphy preferred to wait 
for the asai/.es. 

Mr. A. G. Smith appeared for tho Crown 
tho prisoner condacting his own defence. 

The goods wore identified by Mr. R. Sea- 
brook, and tho breaking open of tho ware- 
house and abstranblon of the goods proved. 

Constables Maodonald aud Mouat gave 
evidence as to finding the goods stowed away 
in a cabin in which the prisoner was. 

The prisoner gave evidenoe in his own be- 
half, stating that he did not know how the 
property came into the oabin. The day 
after though, while drinking with the other 
men in the cabin, one of them, named Mao- 
donald, told him it came from the outer 
wharf. 

The jury brought In a verdict of guilty 
and tho prinonor waa ut once sentenced to 
four yeara in tho penitentiary.

NARROW ESCAPES FROM WATER- 
SPOUTS IN MEXICO. 

A Traveler ICelateH Two Kxperlonoes I it- 
Had With Those TwiKtlnsr Terrors— A 
CanKrei;:aliou of Tliuni, £acU of Which 
Wna Nearly 1,000 Foot In Unleht. 

The uoiTOwest escape I ever had was 
from a congregation of watorspouts. I 
Wa.s making !i trip to soiiio of tho small 
isliiiuls ill till! gulf of Moxico, about 00 
miles from Cuba, a spot famoiw for its 
waterspouts, and in tlio summor pioutlis 
there wero few clays that quo or more 
•were not seen. Generally a long, atten- 
uated black cloud would appear, from 
which would drop a poudulons cloud. 
Lower it would descend, resembling tin- 
lower portion of a balloon, luid when 
about half waj- to tlio water a corre- 
spoudiiig ligure would ho seen rising to 
■ meet it. Finally tho two would join, 
and tho column, from 400 to 1,000 feet 
high, more or less, would move away 
beforo tho wind, bending before it like 
a gigantic bow — a thing of terror, a 
frightful object of tho sea. 

I had boon visiting an island about 
ten miles from (rar eanip and was in a 
heavy sailboat — too liea\7i' to manipu- 
late by oars readily. Wliifu half way 
home, on tlie edge of tho Ghanuel, tlie 
viud died (-ompletely away, and I no- 
ticed all about us a nunibc-r of stranf,'e 
black ekiuds. 

Watching them closely and couimenl- 
ing upon them to my man, I suddenly 
Baw the ominous drojjping of a pointcil 
index finger not a .sixteenth of a mile 
away. As I mentioned it my companion 
pointed behind me to another, and in 
loss than five minutes five of these dread 
objects dropped from the clouds about 
u& 

There was not a breath of air, and 
there was an ominous silence. Even tho 

ever present gulls seemed to have de- 
serted tho place. We got out tho o;ir.s 
and endeavored to pull, but tho boat 
was too heavy, and we were compelled 
to await developments. 

The cloud tips slowly dropped, and 
all about us mysterious cohimnsroso up 
to meet them, until in a few minutes 
we were surrounded by these hugo pil- 
lars, so that in one direction tho heav- 
ens appeared to he supported upon 
these Avatery colmuns. A more remark- 
able sight cannot bo imagined, tuid 
when thoy began to move we gave our- 
selves up for lost, us two appeared to bo 
bearing down upon n.s. 

As good luck would have it, they 
seemed to bring a breeze, luid wo were 
able to get under way, and, fortunately, 
e.-^caped. Tho two giants came careering 
do^vu upon us — a spectacle to demoral- 
ize the stoat hearted. One passed not 2 
feet away, rushing on witli a noise 
like that of a steam engine. I could dis- 
tinctly see thi< territic twisting and 
whirling motion of the water, tmd for a 
liirgo area about it there was what ap- 
peared to be a hea^-y rain. 

The spouts beg-.in to move lus soon as 
tbey were complete, and very soon as- 
sumed the bend or bow shape that char- 
acterizes them, and went sailing awsiy. 
These giants were so tall that I could 
not venture to estimate their height. 
My companion said a mile high, and 
they certainly looked it ; but thoy were 
under 1,000 feet. 

My ueiu-est approach to a waterspout 
occurred later, and dissipated some of 
the theories I had concerning them. One 
was that a spont was broken when 
touched or interfered with in any way, 
yet I saw this water giant cross an is- 
laucL 

I was lying in the sands near our 
camp one day when a lofty spout came 
into view from tho south. It was head- 
ing directly for us, but wo felt perfectly 
Siife, as tliero was a largo reef and long 
canal key between us. On ciuue the col- 
umn, passing the reef in safety, a grand 
spectacle, and every on(> in tho island 
was sei'ii walcliing it as it moved raji- 
idly u|i tho lagoon, its npiiiT portions 
ap]]arciilly lost in tlie (domls. If it liad 
cotitinui il il %\oul(l have jia.ssed between 
the t '.vo islands. ;nid so reaclicd t)ie o])cn 
st-a. iiiil I'or ^ cinic rca.-on its (-(jursi' was 
chaiigo<l, and in a few inoinciiis il stniek 
the island at an angle. We fully cxjiect- 
ed to see the whole iiia.ss drop, but it 
kept plowing up tho saml, and soon 
struck a good sized schooner that had 
been hauled on the beach, whirling it 
about end for end like a feather. Then, 
to our const erii.it ion, the s])(mt headed 
for our island, imd with a great bow or 
curve rushed on. 

Th(> distaiic(> from island to ishind 
was a good rifleshot . and there was not 
much time io di'liaio, as the spout was 
now half way aero.ss. Seeing tliat it was 
veering off and would probably not 
reach us, I nm out on to a .sea wall and 
watched it II gradually drifted to the 
south, anil in a (rw luonii uls stnii-k our 
shoal witli a roar like thai of a locomo- 
tive. 

As I looked up tho top seemed a great 
cano])}' <if ^valer lost in the bl;ick clouds, 
down from wliii-h jioured great drojis 
wliicli soon diTiiched me ilirougli. Tlie 
center of tlii^ ^rreal eurvo I could not see 
at all for some .siiigu lar reason, while 
the lower enil or j/orlion, now but 1(10 
yarils away, was rushing 1)y me, a mag- 
nilu'cnt coluiiin of water, lioiling and 
hissing iiku some living tiling, I liter- 
ally raced with it for tl;e length of the 
wall, 000 or 800 feet, and had all I 
could do to keep pace with it. 

The water of tlio shoal wtis but a few 
feet deeji, and I found later that it (uita 
deep trencth in it as it went along, the 
contl sand and mud looking as though 
a dredger bad been at work. How long 
a sjiout ciui travel over tlio land I do 
not know, but not long, Tlie bay over 
which this one pa.ssed was not over IJOO 
feet at that iilace. Tho sixiut passed ns, 
beating ns in the race, and Boon disap- 
jx ared among tho dark clouds on the 
liori/.on. A.s conimon as were tlieso phe- 
nomena in this region, I never heard of 
a casualty, thougli from tho above it 
will be seen that narrow osonpes were 
not rare. — Cor. San Francisco Coll

ond street, imd each has cuiiie to be part 
of tho popular distinction of that thor- 
oughfare. They are Trinity, St. Paul's 
and Chaec. All three have high claims 
to arcliite<'tural eminence, and all threo 
lire of onedenoiiiiiiatioii— theProtcst;iut 
Kpiscopal. 

The site of Trinity church, on Broad- 
way at the head (jf Wall street, is ap- 
praised officially at 1 ,000,000 ; that of 
St. Paul's cluiri-h, at Broadway and 
Pulton sireet, at ^ 1 , T.'jO, QUO, and that of 
Grace clnucli, Bn ladway opposite Elev- 
enth sti-eet, at $!loO,000. The frontage 
of Trinity cluirch, including the church- 
yard, is -10(1 feet, of St. Paul's church 
107 feet and of 1 4 race church ITjO feet. 
The gi-o.ss valuation of these tlu-ee 
churches is #6,100,000, and as tho u.sual 
rate of assessment on real estato is aliout 
60 per cent the actual market value of 
these three Hruadway plots is in excess 
of $10,000, 000. In Euroii.-aii cities it is 
no struugi' thing f(U' public thorough- 
fares to bo dotted with voiierablo edi- 
fices erected for ecclesiastical, military 
or governmental purposes, but in New 
York, where there is no material partner- 
ship between chin-eh and State, and 
wlii're, perlia]is, more utilitarian views 
j jircivail thiui abroad, tho steady enhance- 
I luent of real estate values has been 
such that few religions oorjiorations 
have been strong enough or felt tln'm- 
selves strong enough to witlistand th<^ 
temptation to sell. On the present site of 
Tiffany's, for instance, Broadway and 
Fifteenth street, formerly a church 
stood. There was a chapel opposite tho 
site of tho old Now York liotoL But 
with the ad^•aIlco of business interests 
the congregations reluctantly moved 
away. Tlicso three landmarks named 
liave stood their ground, and it seems 
probable that they will continue to do 
so. 

St Paul's church is tho oldast reli- 
gious edifice in this city. It was built in 
1764, and it was the church which 
Qeorgo Washington and his associates 
attended immediately follo^ving the in- 
auguration ceremonies in ITSil Ti-iuity 
clmrch is the third of tliat luimo on the 
present site, and was erected in 1840. 
Grace church was erected in 1845, one 
year before Trinity, and the site, at tho 
head of Broadway whore it turns an 
angle at Tenth strei^t, was carefully clio- 
sou. All throe buildings enjoy tho ad- 
vantage of being kept in excellent re- 
pair, and are improved from time to 
time by tho liberal contribntions of bene- 
fa<;tors. This is especially true of Trin- 
ity imd Grace church, which may al- 
most bo said to improve year by year. 
It is a peculitirity of these threo huid- 
marks of New York that thoso who at- 
k3nd them coiuo, in pearly every ciise, 
from sections of tho city far up to^vn, 
so that they are, if such an erpressiou 
may bo used, the threo oharches to bo 
reached by carriage. Very few persons 
^vho attend (*;ther Trinity or St. Paul's 
reside in tlieir vicinity, and the number 
(if such parishioners diHiroases oacli year, 
(-iraee cluii-eli rotaiiis its high riiiik ar- 
cliitecturall.v, notwithstanding the uum- 
be- of new church buildings in New 
York, and it has tho additional distinc- 
tion of being popular for fashionable 
weddings. — New York Sun.

of tlic iirincipal citie.s of tho United 
States, in wliifh a portion of ono of tbo 
upper floors ;,'avi) Nvay, and, in falling, 
caiTii'd alon^' correspoudiuK .section.s of 
tho soveral lloor.s boluw, lauding tho 
whole luitss of wreckage iu the celhir. 
It was foand that a fortrmatoly onnsaal 
sy.stom (if floor con.stniction had been 
adopted in tlio building in question, the 
spaces betwiMMi tlio woodou hoams hav- 
ing been filled -Nvith iishes, presumably 
with tho view of making a comparative- 
ly fireproof structure. 

^Vllatev^■r its merits in this lospeet 
may havi' been, tliere M'as no (luestioii 
whatever that tluj ini.Ktiiro of ashes 
formed a mo.st efficient barrier against 
tho access of air to tlie timbers, and 
any moisture that Wiis inliereiitly in 
them or afterward found its way to 
them tln-ouLrh the tiling above liad littli! 
oiiportunity of bei a;,' carried away by 
any vein ; hit in;; air currents. Thelieams 
Kiniply Iiad to rot, and t liat compara- 
tively quiiddy. In the subst^cpient work 
of reconstruction of tho Iloors, however, 
gooil care was taken that they should 
not again sulTer in the .same way. 

Mill architects generally appreciate 
the preserv^ing inllueneo of free air cir- 
culiition so thorouglily that they care- 
fully guard iigainst even the P'''"tiiig of 
any floor bciiius wliicli are oi)eu to tho 
suspiciuu of imperfect -sea-souiug. NVhere 
any moistoro is still present in the wood 
a coat of paint or tar or anything else 
inipervions to air, ordinarily looked 
upon as a protective agent, .simply pre- 
vents this .ui(ji.stiu-o from escaping, and 
thus, instead of gaordin^^ against rapid 
decay, really promotes it to a very ma- 
terial degree. Happily tliis eircntiLstauce 
is becoming jiroperly recognized and is 
beginning tn receive a due share of at- 
tention. — (Aissier's Magazine.

Passensrers. 



SURPRISED THE OLD MAN. 



Richard ThoaEht He Owed the Bank 81, 
hut It Otred Him «343.2A. 

Richard Roo (lci)o.sitp(l fT05 in the 
Boweiy S.aviiiKs bauk between 1836 and 
18-19. Betwoeu :s;J5 ;uul 1855 $753.89 
■was withdra^vB. Whou the last dxsift 
•was made tho depositor's book appeared 
to be overdra-\ra $1. There wero due 
Boe at thai time, however, dividends 
amoxmting to $100. 01, which had not 
been entered in his passbook, and tho 
bank really owed him a balance of 
$90.01/ 

The balance went on accnmalating 
dividends until 1875, when it became a 
dormant account and ceased to draw In- 
terest. Tho amount then dno Roo was 
$843.25. EflPorts were made without 
success to find him. He bad bccoiuo 
very poor, was too old and feeble to go 
to work again , and was given a home 
by his sous at Ruthorford, J. 

Roe always intended to repay the $1 
]ie thought he owed, but never did so. 
president Towusend of the Bowery Sav- 
ings bank, in looking over tlio books the 
other day, c;ime across Hoo's aci'oimt. 
A new searcli was instituted, xuid Roo 
was found at Rutherford. He was told 
to call at tho bank with his old accotmt 
books, Siiortly afterward he did so, ac- 
companied by his granddaughter, 17 
years old. 

"I suppose it's about tlio dollar 1 owe 
your bank that you want to weo me," 
said the old man, addressing Mr. Town- 
Bend. He was astonished when told the 
fa<:ts. 

"(tuchs those bonk pco])lo know 
what's right," he said to his grand- 
daughter. "I never was much on 'rith- 
motic. " 

He pocketed the $343. 26, shook hands 
with the bank ofBcials and returned 
home. — New York World. 



Ciit OF Mexico, May 30. — Oaly a 
mea);re telegram has been received here 

from the Colina wreck. At 10 o'clock last 
ni){ht a corrcepondont received n moeaage 
from the Paolfio Mail agent at Miinzanillo 
saying that the nnmber lost is 160, and the 
saved only 22. lelegrama say that it is 
(|uiee Imposaible for the agent to get a list of 
either those saved or lost. 

Comma, Mo-k., Mi»y ;10. — A measongor 
from Matzinillo arrived this morning at 
I o'clock with ctliciul Information for tho 
governor of Colima regarding the Colina 
disaster. The report laments the loss of 
160 people, and goes into the causes and 
details of the wi-eok. Seventy-five milei 
below San Blaa a hnrrioane was en 
countered and it was debated whether 
or not the ship ahoald attempt to gain 
partial shelter In the ihalloiv and treacher 
oua I^anderas bay or puab out to sea. A 
local Mexican paeaeoger, Don Matias 
Moreno, toatifies that ivhlle oautionsly 
ateorlng for what, to all appearanoop, was 
tho usual entrance, a faint tremble 
waa felt to go through tho ahip 
The cuptain ordered a alight change in the 
ooures and gave other directione, which 
wero obevod. In a very few seconds tho 
keel lightly grounded on a rock and there 
wan at ouco great excitement among the 
oifioara and crow, and fear on tho part of the 
paaeengera on deck In Iceb than ten ecconda, 
iho groat Bhlp crunched on an unknown reef, 
and a bhudder ran through her hull from bow 
to Blern. PaBsengera sprang from their 
bertha and ran out upon Iho docks, screaming 
and praying in a paroxyam of fear. 

The wind howled, and a dense fog hung 
over the ship as ahe waa toased by the aur- 
gea and began to pound herself to piecoa on 
tlie rocka. She rose and fell three times, 
and then a craab was heard, followed by 
nilenoe for about a quarter of a minute, 
during wbioh time only loud Bob- 
bing was heard and moliied prayers 
" Man the boats," trnmpeted the cap 
tain. After a short tnterval, in which 
another crasb was heard below the water, 
the boats, which had previously loen made 
ready, were lannohed. Within three min- 
utes from the first crash tho ship began to 
reel, to settle and sink in its free hinder 
part. The eoenea about the Ufa boats were 
Indosoribable. The panic stricken pasaeDgera 
and crew atrugglod for first place, although 
to the eredlt of the crew moat of thoni 
gave their main attention to saving passen- 
gera. A number of children wero on the 
paaaenger liat, and one of them waa pitched 
overboard by a frenzied mother, who aimed 
for one of the life boats while atill on the 
davits. 

A woman of evident wealth and refine- 
ment among the pasaeDgora, whoae name la 
thought to be Hroslin, or Crosslin, displayed 
remarkable presence of mind, and during 
the moat trying moments passed among 
the frenzied throne exhorting the people to 
keep quiet, and taking particular care of the 
women and children, Some paeaengera, not 
willing to await the chance of a place in the 
boats, seized the life belts, and boldly oast 
themaelvei into the seas to their universal 
fate, as tbey were tosied lifelessly upon 
the waves, or were dashed against the 
rooks.

ToKlo, Japan, May lu — Tho American and 
European residents < Formosa are in great 
alarm, owing to tlie threatening attitude cf 
the Chinese soldiery on the island. Tbe 
Chinese authorities have lost all control, 
and until the Japanese take posgeaslon it Is 
feared that foreigners may be in aerioua dan- 
ger. Tho oommandera of naval forces in 
this vicinity are earnestly called upon to 
provide marine" <' jt the protection of tbe 
open porta. Admiral Kibayama, the newly 
appointed go'vernor-tieneral of Eormoaa, 
cannot aesume control until tbe Chlneae gov- 
ernment Bend» oommissionera to arrange tbe 
tranefor (f authority ; and no announcement 
ae to tho time when they will do this baa 
yot boon given. 

The trial of tho Korean Prince, Yi Chung, 
tho favorite grandson of Tai Won Itun, on 
chargea of treason and murder, camo to an 
end ou May 11. Ho waa condemned to 
death, but tho eentenco waa not; put upon 
record. The Tai Wcm-kuu, who had never 
loft tho print uhop of which ho had taken 
poaeeoaion when tho Prinoo wuf firet con- 
fined, in order to bo uuar liio euurt house, 
rushed frotii his teniijorary (juiirtora ua soon 
aa tho penalty Wiia announced, burst into 
the pulttce of hia aon, the King — who waa to 
have boon tho principal victim of tho plot — 
and frantically bcaouKht meroy for the con- 
victed assaeain. Tho feeble-minded monarch 
gave way, and the sentenoo waa commuted 
to banlahment for life. Even this token of 
grace was inauiEoiont for tho aged Tai Won- 
iiun, who at length extorted a promise that 
the term of expatriation should bo reduced 
to ten years. This judgment waa proulaimcd 
May 13, and the Tai Won-kuu then con- 
sented to be led back to hie own roaidonce, 
where he will doubtless occupy bia leisure 
in weaving fresh plana fot the depoaition or 
death of tbe reigning monarob. 

It does nob now appear that the abandon- 
ment of tho Manohurian territory will be 
lamented by tho Japanese for any length of 
time. They ytlti probably soon realize that 
liia posasBsIoD of tho SbinKkiog^ provinoo 
would have been a poouniary burden and a 
cause of permanent anxiety. What they 
cannot forgive ia the alb god noligonoo of 
tho government in failing to aacortain in ad- 
vance whether tho aciiulsition ould or could 
not bo retained. They entirely overlook the 
elforta which wero ULcjuoationably made to 
elicit the views of European powora, beoiuse 
those I liorta wore uoBUCcesaful. 

They furthermore avor that tho ministry 
failed to maintain tho dignity cf the nation 
throughout tho negotiations with Russia, 
France, and Germany : First, by yielding 
prematurely, when much might have boon 
gained by prolonged diplomatic endoavora 
to better the altuatlon ; next by tendering a 
propoaal which was enre tu be rejected by 
the league and which has to bo followed by 
an additional humiliation ; and finally by 
accepting defeat without striving to aeouro 
alternative advantages that should compen- 
sate for the inevitable sacrifice. The fact 
thai tbey are as yet totally ignorant of tba 
circumstances under which the miniatera 
wore constrained to act does not in the least 
deter the angry critics from lavlshipg invec- 
tives upon every one suppoaed to be ac- 
countable for what they oall tbe betrayal of 
the nation. 

One of their bitterest gronnda of com- 
plaint, indeed, is the Ignorance in which 
they were kept from beginning to end. It 
is quite true that very extreme measures 
were adopted to prevent tbe diasemination 
of newa by tho press. During the period if 
myatery no losa than -45 iournals wero aua- 
ponded for attempting to t'nrow light on the 
forbidden subject. Some of these wero 
friendly to tho administration, and ono waa 
un otficial organ. The authorities declare 
that but for these precautions tho disorderly 
part of tho community might have been in- 
cited to recklcaa demonstrations and acts of 
violence ogiinat prominent representatives 
of the threo allied countriea, and that it waa 
their duty to use every ogenoy at their com- 
mend to prevent dangers of this deecription. 

DDhere is do denying that many of tbe 
newspapers of Japan are capable of any 
amount of mischief, if allowed to have their

way. The government ia evidently in earn- 
est in the'determination to aeoure the safety 
of foreigners — not only thoae who may be 
the object of popular dislike, bub the entire 
body of aliens. The police are constantly 
OQ tbe alert, and if their exertions should 
not prove anfficient for every emergency, 
other eouroes would be invoked. The pre- 
Ottutlona are probably in excjaa of what is 
really needful. A frenzied fanatic may 
cause trouble by fancying himaelf divinely 
oommiasioned to repair hie country's 
wronga, but from tho people at largo no 
lll-troatment of etrangers ia to be appre- 
hended. 

Tbe Imperial proclamation, dated the 
tenth of May, but not published till the 
thirteenth, gives an insight into the true 
poaition of atTiira. Criticism can never be 
directed against an edict issued in the 
sovereign'a name, but tho events which the 
document reiorda will bo discuaacd with a 
view to aacortaiuing the exact reBponsibility 
( f tho leading ministers of atate, a[.d with 
the purpose of holding them to strict ac- 
oount for occurrences which are pronounced 
diabonorablo to the dignity and prestige of 
tbe nation. The angry exoitemont of tbe 
multitude recalls tho experiences of six 
yeara ago, when the nation showed, for tbe 
first time in its modern history, what it was 
capable of in an excesa of blind passion. 

In the summer of 1889 Count Okama, as 
minister of foreign affaira, waa the idol of 
the community. He waa anppoaed to have 
aebtled the novel qneation of treaty reviaion 
in terma'advantageona to the empire, and 
was honored aoobrdiogly. In the autumn of 
tho same year hia oountrymen f inoied that 
in bis negotiationa tbe national independ- 
ence had been endangered, and they turned 
upon him with such fury aa to overthrow 
bis administration almost in a day. While 
tbe agitation waa at its height, Count Oku- 
ma was attacked by an assassin and crippled 
for life. Yet tho accusation then levelled 
against the Okuma ministry waa aa nothing 
compared with the arraignment which 
awaits Count Ito'a c iblnot. Tho ground of 
offoEco in Okuma's caae was that he pro- 
posed to introduce foreign judges into the 
highest iTapanose tiibunala for a limited 
period. Ito will be charged with treachery, 
cowardice and connivance in the disgrace of 
the empire. His manifold aorvices to tho 
etato, and hia iuduatrloua iabora throughout 
the war will bo wholly lost eight cf, and 
nothing remembered but the failure to assert 
tbe territorial claims of Japan In defiance ( f 
tho three great European powera. 

The general conclusion is that, inasmuch 
as the administration of 1889 was thrown 
out in consequence of an indiaoretioB which 
the people exaggerated into a crime, the 
present ministry la a hnndred timea more 
Burely doomed, since the allegationi will be 
Infinitely baraher and more severe. It ia 
tho t xpectation of tbe whole ofiBolal olasa 
that the prime minister will resign before 
tho various political organ!/. itiona have time 
to coneolidato uguinsi hiin. Tho recngnr- 
tion, by intelligent men, of tho power of 
tho people to ahapo tho doatinios of an ad- 
ministration iu ono of the most alngular 
social dovclopmonta of modern ,Japar. 
Fifty years ape tho country waa ruled by un 
ariatocracy which took no more heed of tho 
populace than if tho latter had been animals. 
Twonty-tivo years ago, when tho control 
of tho govornmont paeaed into tho hands 
of an oligarehy — cif whom Count Ito 
Boon rose to bo ono — the niasaes wore 
ellll considered as having no voice in tho 
atate. But tho attempt to introduce ricmo- 
craotlo institutions hua boon followed by re- 
aulta which tho ndvocatea of a oonstitutional 
ayatom never anticipated. Tho people have 
Dot only taken what waa olfered them, but 
have eraaped at infinitely more, until cow 
they find themselves endowed with the 
strength to deatroy miniatera, if such ia 
their pleasure. It liaa always been held by 
a certain number of Conservativoa that tho 
enoroachments of the multitude could bo 
kept In check by a firm and reeoluto govern- 
ment, but since the establlabmcnt of a par- 
liament, no cabinet haa ventured to oppose 
tho popular will by force. The preaont 
oablnot is least of all likoly to make so vigor- 
ous a stand. 

Viaoount Mutsu haa returned to Tokio 
and at a country seat in tho auburb la slowly 
regaining etrength. 

The Ruaeiac government has given notifi- 
cation that It is prepared to at once exeonte 
the revised treaty with Japan.
